Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1948. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council. 


LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  Leg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1948* 

The  population  of  the  district  continues  to  increase,  the  Registrar 
General's  estimate  for  mid  1948  heing  20,150,  an  increase  of  1,150  over  the 
previous  year.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  the  end  of  the  war  the 
population  of  the  Rural  District  has  increased  hy  3,650. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  at  457,  gives  a  Birth  Rate  of  22.2 
per  1,000  civilian  population,  a  decrease  of  3.1  from  1947,  but  comparing 
favourably  with  a  rate  of  17. 9  for  England  and  Wales.  Still  Births  numbering 
7,  gives  a  rate  of  0,30  against  0.42  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  registered  during  the  year,  at  205  with  a  death  rate  of  10.1  per 
1,000  civilian  population,  shows  a  decrease  of  2,0  from  1947  and  compares  with  the 
death  rate  of  10.8  for  England  and  Wales.  The  principal  causes  of  death  are 
given  as  Heart  Disease,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Cancer,  in  that  order,  and 
constituting  59%  of  all  deaths.  Examination  of  the  table  giving  an  analysis  of 
age  groups  at  death  reveals  very  interesting  information  relative  to  the  longevity 
of  inhabitants  of  the  rural  district.  Of  the  age  groups  at  death  73.9%  are 
persons  of  60  years  and  upwards,  in  1947  the  figure  was  65.4%  and  in  1946  it  was 
74.8%.  For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have  been 
recorded,  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  policy  and  achievements  of  the  Council's 
sohemes  of  Immunisation  against  the  disease. 

A  total  of  12  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a  rate  of 
26,3  per  1,000  live  births,  shows  a  decrease  from  the  1947  figure  of  51.8  and  is 
7.7  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  principal  cause  of  death  of 
infants  is  congenital  malformation  &c.  ,  and  there  wa3  only  one  case  of  an  infant 
under  two  years  of  age  dying  from  Diarrhoea. 

The  incidence  of  major  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Enteric  Fever  shows  a  material  decline.  For  the  second  year  running  no  cases 
Diphtheria  have  been  notified.  No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  reported 
since  1940  and  a  study  of  analysis  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  on  Page  4 
of  this  report  will  reveal  a  steady  and  very  satisfactory  decline  in  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  during  the  past  ten  years. 

Whilst  feeling  very  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  above  diseases 
are  being  controlled,  I  am  becoming  very  alarmed  at  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  which  have  been  notified.  During  the  year  1948,  26  new 
cnses  have  been  admitted  to  the  Register,  unking  a  total  of  93  new  cases  since 
1945.  Contributory  causes  of  the  steady  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease 
must  lie  in  the  inadequacy  of  proper  housing  facilities,  including  poor  types  of 
housing  and  overcrowding,  together  with  considerable  delays  occurring  in  providing 
rapid  and  sufficient  hospitalization  of  patients  suffering  from  the  disease. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  rapid  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  in  the  Parish  of 
Frindsbury,  The  completion  of  these  works  will  effect  a  material  improvement  in 
the  health  and  sanitaiy  circumstances  of  the  parish  allowing  of  considerable 
modernisation  of  closet  accommodation,  re drainage  of  properties  and  provision  of 
water  services  within  the  houses  themselves,  with  the  consequent  abolition  of 
standpipe  supplies  for  water  requirements. 


Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  have  also*been  prepared  for  the 
Parishes  of  Hailing  (North),  Cuxton,  Luddesdown,  Cohham,  Meopham,  Cliffe  and 
Stoke.  It  is  hoped  that  completion  of  these  works  will  not  he  unreasonably 
delayed.  In  view  of  the  excellent  water  supply  service  provided  in  the 
Rural  District  and  the  fact  that,  until  a  sufficient  sewerage  system  is 
provided  with  consequent  abolition  of  the  present  predominant  cesspool 
accommodation  for  foul  drainage,  the  provision  of  modern  sanitary  amenities, 
including  proper  water  closets  complete  with  adequate  flushing  apparatus  and 
installation  of  a  water  supply  within  the  houses  themselves  with  abolition  of 
standpipe  supply,  cannot  be  entertained. 

During  the  year  the  survey  of  sanitary  conditions  existing  in  all  houses 
in  the  Rural  District  has  been  completed,  and  attention  is  drawn  to  the 
statistics  set  out  in  the  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  area. 

Whilst  the  Council  are  making  material  contributions  to  the  health  of  the 
district  by  way  of  the  provision  of  adequate  sewerage  facilities,  the  provision 
of  a  first  class  public  cleansing  service  which  has  been  operating  since  1945 
and  the  district  being  well  provided  with  public  water  supplies,  these  efforts 
will  be  partially  nullified  if  adequate  provision  is  not  made  for  effective 
housing  of  the  population.  It  is  realised  that  the  scope  of  new  house 
construction  is  governed  by  higher  authorities  and  the  policy  of  rehousing  must 
in  most  circumstances  be  subject  to  the  guidance  from  such  authorities  (priority 
being  given  to  families  not  having  a  separate  home  of  their  own),  but  I  must 
reiterate  the  observations  I  have  made  in  all  my  annual  reports  since  1945 >  that 
urgent  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  rehousing  of  families  living  in  more 
or  less  derelict  and  dilapidated  properties  whose  demolition  is  of  paramount 
necessity,  and  the  abatement  of  overcrowding.  As  a  first  step  towards  the 
accomplishment  of  these  pressing  necessities,  I  respectfully  submit  that  from 
each  annual,  allocation  of  new  houses  constructed,  a  proportion  should  be  ear¬ 
marked  and  set  aside  for  rehousing  families  which  are  considered  to  live  in  slum 
properties. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest 
and  to  my  colleagues  in  other  departments,  and  especially  to  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  support  and  devotion  to  duty.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  numbered  205,  comprising 
101  males  and  104  females.  The  figure  is  arrived  at  after  deducting 
deaths  of  non-residents  who  died  chiefly  in  camps  and  institutions 
and  adding  those  residents  dying  outside  the  district.

IMMUHI SATI OH  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  bring  the  advantages  of  Immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  to  the  notice  of  all  parents  and  jjarticularly  to  the  parents  of  young 
children  and  babies.  Active  propaganda  methods  ire  lude  the  individual 
notification  to  parents  of  all  babies  born  in  the  Rural  District,  by  means  of 
special  birthday  cards,  advertisements  in  the  public  press  and  by  national 
posters. 


From  the  5th  July,  1948?  the  whole  of  the  Immunisation  Scheme  was 
transferred  to  the  Kent  County  Council  under  the  national  Health  Service  Act,  the 
position  at  the  31st  December,  1948 ,  being,

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SMALLPOX 


No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Dislingbury  Hospital  is  available  to  receive  patients  suffering  from 
Smallpox.  Accordingly  the  arrangements  for  the  temporary  use  of  Capel 
Isolation  Hospital  are  no  longer  operative. 

In  the  event  of  accommodation  at  Lislingbuby  being  required  for  a 
patient  from  the  area,  contact  is  made  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (Telephone  Maidstone  4321). 

ANTI  MALARIA  MEASURES 

In  connection  with  the  control  of  mosquitos,  all  possible  breeding 
grounds  such  as  ditches,  pools,  ponds,  and  other  stagnant  water,  were 
treated  with  malarial  anti-mosquito  emulsion. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Rural  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of 
the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company.,  in  the  Parishes  of  Cuxton,  Hailing  and  Vigo 
Village,  Meopham;  the  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo  Water  Company  for  the 
remaining  parishes  of  the  Rural  District,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Kent  County  Council  smallholdings  at  Shorne  Ifield,  which  have  a  private 
supply  from  a  spring  in  Gotham  Woods.  This  supply  is  now  teing  abolished 
and  service  supply  teing  laid  from  the  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo  Water 
Company’s  mains. 

The  sufficiency  of  the  supplies  is  satisfactory,  the  supplies  are 
constant  and  no  plumto  solvency  is  present. 

All  waters  supplied  ty  the  above  statutory  undertakings  are  subject 
to  frequent  examination,  samples  being  taken  at  monthly  intervals  by  the 
officers  of  the  Sanitary  Department  and  analysis  carried  out  by  the  County 
Bacteriologist  at  the  laboratories,  Maidstone. 
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Table  of  bacteriological  analysis  of  water  supply 
from  the  Mains  of  Public  Water  Undertakings  and  Private 

Supply  Main. 
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A  survey  of  sanitary  circumstances  arising  in  houses  throughout  the 
Rural  District  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  with  the  following 
re sultss - 

WATER  SUPPLIES 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  -DISPOSAL 


Main  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  are  laid  in  the  Parishes 
of  Hailing,  Hoo  and  Isle  of  Grain  with  outfalls  into  the  River  Medway  and 
in  the  Parish  of  Allhallows  with  outfall  into  Yantlet  Creek,  thence  into 
the  River  Thames.  Most  of  the  properties  situated  along  the  lines  of  sewer 
in  Hailing,  Allhallows  and  Grain  are  drained  thereto  and  redrainage  of 
property  in  Hoo  with  connection  to  the  public  sewer  is  now  being  actively 
pursue  d. 

Rapid  progress  is  being  made  in  the  construction  of  the  sewerage 
scheme  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  Parish  of  Frindsbury  and  the  work 
is  estimated  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1949.  Proposals  for  the  sewering 
of  the  Parishes  of  Meopham,  Cobham,  Luddesdown,  Cuxton  and  the  unsewered  part 
of  the  Parish  of  Hailing  have  been  presented  to  the  Council  by  Mr.  F.W,  S.  Stanton, 
M.I.C.E.  ,  M.  Cons.E. ,  Consulting  Engineer,  and  preliminary  details  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Minis  try  of  Health  and  the  Kent  County  Council  for  their  general 
approval  and  grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act.  The  proposed 
works  comprise  the  construction  of  sewage  purification  works  at  Cuxton,  with 
outfall  to  the  River  Medway,  laying  of  rising  mains  to  connect  with  high  level 
sewers  in  parts  of  Cuxton  and  North  Hailing,  Cobham,  and  Meopham,  and  the  con¬ 
struction  of  high  level  and  tributory  sewers  in  the  Parishes  of  Cobham, 

Luddesdown  and  Meopham. 

The  scheme  will  cater  for  an  estimated  present  day  population  of  4»75^? 
with  provision  for  continuous  increase  of  population  over  the  next  fifty  years. 

The  Engineer's  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £138,000, 

Proposals  for  the  sewering  of  the  Parish  of  Cliff e  have  been  presented 
to  the  Council  but  deferred  pending  decisions  at  a  higher  level,  on  the  future 
development  of  this  parish. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection.  -  A  weekly  refuse  collection  service  operates  in  all 
parishes  in  the  Rural  District.  Collections  are  carried  out  with  "Dennis" 
Harrier  loading  refuse  vehicles  supplemented  by  a  Bedford  refuse  vehicle  when 
occasion  arises  requiring  the  use  of  a  third  vehicle.  In  operating  this  scheme, 
the  Council  have  stipulated  certain  requirements  to  be  carried  out  by 
householders: - 

(a)  bins  for  collection  shall  be  placed  on  or  adjacent  to  the 
public  highway. 

(b)  bins  of  a  size  not  exceeding  20"  x  16"  shall  be  provided 
by  owners  of  property  desirous  of  availing  their  tenants 
of  the  benefits  of  the  scheme.  Owing  to  the  great' 
difficulty  in  obtaining  an  adequate  supply  of  metal 
ashbins,  the  Council  have  assisted  owners  of  properties 
by  themselves  procuring  the  bins  and  reselling  to  the 
owners  at  cost  price  plus  a  small  delivery  charge. 

The  refuse  collection  service  is  available  to  all  householders  in  the 
Rural  District. 

Refuse  Disposal.  -  The  central  tipping  site  is  situated  in  a  disused  clay  pit 
off  the  Grain  road  at  Hoo,  the  Council  leasing  approximately  two  acres  for  the 
purpose.  Tipping,  as  far  as  labour  will  allow,  is  carried  out  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their  memorandum  on  controlled  tipping. 
The  tip  is  treated  at  regular  intervals  with  proprietory  brands  of  tip  dressing 
and  frequently  dusted  with  Gammexene  powder  as  a  precaution  against  infestation 
from  crickets,  flies  and.  other  insects. 
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Cesspools  and  Pail  Closets  -  The  Council  operate  two  cesspool  emptying 
vehicles  by  direct  labour  and  undertake  the  collection  of  pail  closets 
in  parts  of  the  Rural  District. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  demand  from  owners  or  occupiers  of  houses. 

The  contents  of  the  cesspools  are  disposed  of  by  emptying  into  the 
public  sewerage  systems  where  available,  .and  tipping  on  fields  in  positions 
well  removed  from  habitations  where  sewers  ore  not  available. 

The  cost  of  cesspool  emptying  is  a  general  rate  fund  charge,  but  the 
Council  have  stipulated  certain  conditions  with  respect  to  the  frequency  of 
emptying,  providingj- 

"The  District  Council  for  the  Rural  District  of  Strood,  resolve, 
pursuant  to  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193 6,  to 
undertake  as  and  from  the  1st  April,  1945?  to  cleanse  any 
cesspool  upon  receiving  reasonable  notice  from  the  occupier  of 
any  premises  within  the  Rural  District,  provided  that  this 
obligation  shall  not  extend  to  or  require  the  Council  to 
undertake  the  cleansing  of  any  cesspool  more  frequonty  than 
four  tines  each  year,  but  the  Council  may,  if  thought  fit,  and 
at  the  request  of  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  any  premises, 
cleanse  any  cesspool  at  more  frequent  intervals  on  payment  of 
such  charge  as  may  bo  determined  from  time  to  time." 

Pail  Closets.  -  As  from  the  1st  July  1945?  pail  closet  collection  was  instituted 
in  the  Parishes  of  Hoo,  Stoke,  Allhallows  and  Isle  of  Grain  (previously  collected 
by  contract).  The  cesspool  vehicle  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  collection, 
through  the  medium  of  a  night  soil  attachment  affixed  to  the  rear  of  the  vehicle. 
The  contents  of  the  pail  are  deposited  irs*bo  the  night  soil  attachment  and  .are 
immediately  drawn  up  into  the  tank,  thereby  reducing  smell  nuisance  to  an 
absolute  minimum. 


VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 


All  vehicle  are  garaged  at  the  Council’s  Depot,  Cliffe  Road,  Cliffe. 

A  full  time  mechanic  is  engaged  in  continuous  vehicle  maintenance  and  it  is  of 
singular  note  that  not  one  day  has  been  lost  in  refuse  collection  since  the 
complete  direct  labour  scheme  was  inaugurated.  All  vehicles  Eire  subject  to 
a  maintenance  overhaul  every  three  months  .and  a  complete  strip-down  and  overhaul 
every  twelve  months. 

The  employment  of  a  mechanic  has  proved  of  inestimable  value  in  keeping 
the  service  running  at  a  high  degree  of  efficiency.

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HOUSING 


The  undermentioned  table  summarizes  the  position  to  the  need  for 
houses  in  all  parts  of  the  Sural  District  and  the  action  the 
Council  has  taken  and  is  taking  to  meet  such  needs. 
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Although  the  Council  are  doing  everything  in  their  power  to  provide 
accommodation  'by  way  of  the  erection  of'  traditional  brick  house s, 
prefabricated  temporary  and  permanent  houses  and  the  requisitioning  of  empty 
houses  for  accommodation  of  single  families  or  for  conversion  into  flats,  the 
demand  far  exceeds  the- supply  of  houses. 

This  delay  is  havirg  serious  repercussions  on  slum  clearance  programmes 
which  have  been  contemplated  to  take  place  within  the  next  five  years.  A 
large  number  of  houses  in  the  Rural  District  have  far  outlived  their  usefulness 
and  are  now  a  menace  to  the  health  of  those  families  which  are  forced  to  live 
in  them.  I  must  again  make  adverse  comment  upon  the  state  of  maintenance 
repairs  to  many  houses  in  the  Rural  District.  The  insufficient  labour  force 
in  the  district  coupled  by  the  shortage  of  materials,  is  making  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  very  difficult,  especially  in  securing  the  repair  of 
houses  under  sanitary  notice.  A  great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  Department 
is  spent  in  finding  builders  willing  to  carry  out  housing  repairs  within  a 
reasonable  time,  and  although  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  on  both  owner  and 
builder,  considerable  delays  do  occur  between  the  time  of  inspection  of  the 
houses  and  the  time  when  repairs  are  completed.

ARMY  CAMP’S 


Towards  the  end  of  3-940,  army  camps  in  the  Rural  District  lying  vacant 
after  cessation  of  hostilities,  were  occupied  by  civilian  families.  In  all, 
six  camps  were  so  occupied,  and  although  the  civilians  took  possession  without 
any  official  authority  it  was  obvious  that  they  had  every  intention  of 
remaining  in  the  accommodation  they  had  appropriated.  At  the  31st  December, 
1940,  the  various  camps  were  occupied  as  follows*-

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All  these  camps  had  been  constructed  during  the  war  and  were  laid 
out  to  suit  the  requirements  of  army  life,  all  the  services  "being  on  a 
communal  basis.  The  huts  at  Allhallows,  Dillywood  and  Lodge  Lane  Camps, 
are  constructed  of  timber,  but  at  Laughing  Water  Camp,  the  majority  of  the 
hutshave  only  a  thin  fabric  lining  and  fire  prone  to  the  effects  of  the 
weather.  The  Wrotham  Camp  which  is  the  largest  of  all  the  camps  comprises 
five  separate  camps,  most  of  the  huts  being  of  the  Nissen  type.  In  view 
of  the  size  of  this  camp,  the  Council  decided  to  invite  the  neighbouring 
Local  Authorities  to  participate  in  its  use  .end  the  Borough  of  Gravesend 
and  the  Urban  District  of  Northfleet  took  over  several  parts  of  the  camp. 

To  ensure  decent  living  conditions,  it  was  considered  that  the  minimum 
requirements  at  each  hut  should  include  the  provision  of  a  water  tap,  sink  with 
ancilliary  drainage,  cooking  facilities  and  lavatory  accommodation,  together 
with  the  sub-division  of  each  hut  into  living  and  bedrooms  sufficient  for  the 
needs  of  individual  families.  Fortunately  all  camps,  except  Lodge  Lane, 
were  drained  by  a  sewerage  system  to  which  water  closets,  and  wherever  possible, 
sink  drains,  were  connected.  At  Lodge  Lane  an  efficient  septic  tank  disposal 
plant  had  been  installed,  and  it  was  possible  for  water  closets  to  be  erected 
and  connected  thereto. 

Educational,  general  public  health  and  shopping  facilities  were 
available  for  all  camp  residents.  All  camps  are  provided  with  a  public 
cleansing  service  and  the  same  general  services  as  are  applicable  to  the  other 
residents  ox  the  Rural  District. 


INSPECTION  ADD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Purveyors  of  Milk. 

The  general  standard  of  milk  production  in  the  district  is,  on  the  whole, 
fairly  good  and  the  producers  are  to  be  congratulate d  on  their  efforts  to 
produce  milk  of  good  quality  and  cleanliness. 

It  was  necessary  in  12  cases,  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  milk  producers 
to  the  dirty  state  of  milk  coolers,  milking  sheds  and  approach  roads.  In  all 
instances  immediate  action  was  taken  to  conform  with  the  Inspectors’  requirements. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  householders  to  the  effect  that 
milk  delivered  in  the  morning  was  sour  by  lunch  time  and  upon  investigation  it 
was  found  that  the  milk  was  ” accommodation  milk"  supplied  fr >m  outside  sources. 

The  principal  source  of  supply  of  this  milk  is  from  Devon  and  Somerset  Farms, 
the  souring  was  due  to  the  age  of  the  milk  when  it  was  delivered  to  consumers 
in  the  Rural  District.  Unfortunately  it  is  impossible  to  control  accommodation 
milk  since  it  is  supplied  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  Milk  Pool  and  purveyors  in 
the  district,  requiring  implementation  of  their  home  produced  milk  to  meet 
consumers  demands,  have  to  rely  on  this  milk. 

In  several  instances  it  was  found  that  the  milk  was  being  delivered  to 
the  purveyors  in  dirty  churns  and  necessary  information  was  passed  on  to  the 
principal  of  the  Milk  Testing  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Couth  Western  Region 
for  his  appropriate  action. 

During  the  year  193  visits  were  paid  to  cowsheds  and  dairies.
